The Department for Transport [DfT] has now 
discontinued its recent use of the Bar Hill 
hotel as an isolation location for hauliers. 
The national scheme is continuing but the 
demand locally has fallen away so that it 
makes sense for DfT to cease this use of the 
hotel. Any HGV driver testing positive in the 
future will be sent to an alternative hotel. 


| am left wondering how many other 
communities responded in the way that 
residents of Bar Hill did when this use 
started. Nobody could fail to be impressed 
by the actions of the community in ensuring 
that the drivers felt welcomed to the village. 
Working with the hotel and council officers 
you pulled together at a difficult time to 
make an extremely sensitive situation work 
well. I’d like to thank all of you, the residents 
of Bar Hill and the hotel staff for the support 
you have shown to the lorry drivers while 
they self-isolated, many of them far away 
from home and family. 


As lockdown continues we are all desperate 
for the time when we can be free of the 
restrictions that currently govern our lives 
and that time will come but meanwhile we 
must all continue to follow the lockdown 
rules, stay safe and help protect our 
families, communities and the NHS.

Hedgehogs will now start to wake up from 
hibernation and will be desperate to find 
food and water, now Is the time to provide 
them with cat/dog food ( nothing with gravy) 
and fresh drinking water each night to help 
them prepare for breeding season. Please 
do not give them bread and milk as this can 
make them ill. Hedgehogs are lactose 
intolerant so they cannot digest dairy 
oroducts. 

If you see any hedgehogs out during the 
day, they will need immediate veterinary 
treatment. Many will be seriously 
dehydrated and will need fluids given 
intravenously to survive.

Hedghog Fact 

Groundhog Day is a day celebrated in 
Pennsylvania in America. However the day 
actually originated in Germany, and it was 
German settlers in Pennsylvania who on 
February 2, 1887 continued the tradition, 
although they switched from hedgehogs to 
groundhogs, which were plentiful in 

the Keystone State. When the day moved to 
America it was renamed Groundhog Day 
because hedgehogs are not native 
anywhere in the States. 

The day has its roots in the ancient Christian 
tradition Candlemas, when clergy would 
bless and distribute candles needed for 
winter. The candles represented how long 
and cold the winter would be. 

Germans expanded on this concept by 
selecting an animal - the hedgehog - asa 
means of predicting weather. According to 
tradition, if a hedgehog comes out on this 
day and sees its shadow , it gets scared and 
runs back into its nest , predicting six more 
weeks of winter weather ; no shadow means

A brief history of Shepreth 


Wildlife Park 

Shepreth Wildlife Park first started as a 
private sanctuary in 1979, when a young 
injured jackdaw was homed and 
rehabilitated. ‘Jack’ soon recovered and 
become one of the family. Others followed 
Jack, and those that could not be released 
back into the wild lived out their life in the 
sanctuary. Eventually it was opened up to 
the public in 1984 and, back then, known as 
Willers Mill Wild Animal Sanctuary. 


Today, Shepreth Wildlife Park is still 
passionate about conservation and raising 
awareness and funds for wildlife worldwide. 
Alongside the charity, Shepreth Wildlife Park 
has donated over £200,000 to conservation 
projects around the world and participates 
in international breeding programmes for 
endangered species. 


The Park had managed a hedgehog re- 
habilitation for the past 35 years but the 
project had outgrown its facilities and was in 
desperate need of expansion and new 
funds. The Shepreth Wildlife Conservation 
Charity (SWCC) was then founded to 
develop the existing Hedgehog Hospital. It 
was also set up to grow the wider 
conservation activities, raising greater funds 
and building more awareness of endangered 
species — to help save the world’s wildlife. 
After all, this is our planet, so it’s our 
responsibility to look after it and all the 
species we share it with. 


SWCC continues to enjoy close links 

with Shepreth Wildlife Park and makes use 
of the Park in the charity’s fundraising 
activities. 





Wildlife Gardening in March 


With the bulbs now shooting out of the 
ground and the birds singing for longer. 

It’s easy to think spring is here. March is still 
a difficult time for our garden wildlife. We will 
still have temperatures falling well below 
zero at night, so invertebrates like 
earthworms, beetles and caterpillars are still 
going to need shelter. 

Natural food sources will be scarce , so 
don’t stop feeding the birds. High energy 
foods such as peanuts ,nyjer seed and 
sunflower hearts will help our adult birds 
keep healthy and well fed , helping them to 
cope with the demanding job of nest 
building and feeding young. It’s important to 
make sure peanuts are inside wire mesh 
containers to ensure these are not fed to 
chicks whole. Please also provide fresh 
water every day. 

We can help provide nesting material by 
leaving the moss on our lawn. Dead stems 
on old plants will be a great help to our very 
busy birds. Bird food suppliers also sell 
special nesting material that you can leave 
out. It’s a great feeling to Know we are 
contributing in helping our birds survive in 
these very challenging times.

Community Safety partnership 

The Community Safety Partnership is a 
partnership between South Cambridgeshire 
District Council, Cambridgeshire County 
Council, the Police, Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service, the NHS and the Probation 
service, which meets together to tackle local 
crime and anti-social behaviour. As part of 
this work, the Community Safety Partnership 
wants to encourage residents to take 
ownership of some of these local issues to 
create local solutions — and there is funding 
and support available to help you do this.

South Cambs Community Chest 
The Council has funded the Community 
Chest scheme since 2011, handing out more 
than £550,000 in grants to local good 
causes in that time. As a rolling scheme, 
there is money available every year for non- 
profit groups in South Cambridgeshire to 
fund projects that benefit the district’s 
residents. The deadline to apply for funding 
for the current year (April 2020 to March 
2021) is 31 March 2021, and there is 
£40,000 still available to eligible groups, 
which could receive up to £1,000 per 
project. Even if you don’t currently have a 
group established, it is possible for the 
funding to be used to cover set up costs for 
new groups -— from training to insurance, and 
licences to equipment. So if there is a need 
that you have identified in your community 
that you would like to meet and would be 
able to if you had some funding, please 
contact our team for guidance or apply 
online before the deadline.

We have been steadily welcoming the 
children back since the beginning of the 
New Year.
